Rotterdam, Tden Nov.— Met een brik van 

Atavia komende en heden te Helleroetaluië 
geurriveerd, heeft men de belangryke tyding 
Verbomen, dat de Nederlanders den 2Osten Ju- 
0y |l. eenen algemeenen aanvel op de vyandely- 
ke werken en batteryen in de rivier van Palem- 
bang hebben ondernomen, en denzelven dea 
2Asten Jany hebben herhaald, als wanneer zy 
de gezegde werken na een bevigen tegenstand 
hebben vermeesterd. De wederspanuige Sul- 
tan heeft de regering aan Zynen broeder afgo- 
stean en is gevankelyk near Batavia gevoerd. 

Ons verlies bestaat uit 79 doden en 239 ge- 
kwetsten. Onder de eerste telt men de Luits. 
ter zee Serresen Michael en den Adelborst vaa 
der Maas, Zwaar gekwetst zyn de Lt. Koll, 
Riesz, de kapitein George. de Luit. Schenek, 
de Adelborst Collot d’Escury, de Luit. de Vries, 
en de Luit. Huyberts; ligt gewond de Luuits. 
Koopman, Lans, Thor, van Braam, van den 
Ende, en de Ádelborst Yske. 

Weenen, l6den Nov. Gisteren ontving men 
hier den pest ait Konstantinopel, welke gewig- 
tige tydingen tot den 2Ssten October mede- 
bragt, Schynbear was de hoofdstad rustig en 
de handeiszuken hadden zich eenigzins verie- 
vendigd. Het overgaan van Tripolitza was be- 
kend ; daarentegen had de Porte den 24sten 
eene groote overwinning doen bekend maken, 
die in den zeeboezem van Lsepento over de 
Grieksche vloot beheald zou zyn, en waarby, 


volgens opgeve der Tarken, 35 Grieksche sche- 
pen verbrand en 28 genomen zouden syn. 


Voor het overige duurde de toestand van onze. 
kerbeid, ten aauzien der betrekkingen met Ras- 
land, nag altoos voort en wekte veel ongerust- 
heid, Hetgeen echter de verlegenheid der Por- 
te ten top moest voeren, waren de uit Armenie 
oatvangene berigten. Reeds sints eenige maan- 
den wasde Porte bewust, dat de Perzianen langa 
de Armenische grenzen aanmerkelyke toerus- 
tingen maakten ;doch het gelukte haer, ten ein. 
de den Grieken by derzeiver opstanden niet nog 
meer te bemoedigen, deze ontrustende tyding 
geheim te houden. Dep 19den eindelyk ont- 
ving de Ditan de zekere tyding, dat de troonog- 
volger Yan Perzie, de zaon des Schalks, met 
bonderd duizend man, by Kars in Armenie ge- 
vallen en in snelle marschen voortgerukt was 
tot aan de hoofdstad dier landstreek Erzerum, 
welke ook reeds door de Perzianen bezet gewor- 
den was. Dit maakte by den Divan grouten in- 
druk, doër de Perzianen ongehinderd in geheel 
Natotie konden voortrukken, vermits het groot- 
ste deel der Aziatische troepen, waarover men 
beschikken kop, reeds aaf deze zyde van den 
Bosphortsen near den Donau op marsch zyn, 
De zoon des Schahs van Perzie is een geslagen 
vyand der Turken en dezelfde die, voor eenigen 
tyd, met generaal Yermaloff, de verstandhou- 
ding tussCnen Perzie en Rusland herstelde, Da 
inwoners van Armenie, geloofsgeoooten def 
Griekeo Zy nde, zullen, denkt men, nergens we- 
derstand bieden, en indien de toestand des 
Torkschen ryks immer gevaarlyk wae, zoo is 
hy het Da. Zelfs brieven van diplomsten uit 
Kousteetinopel erkennen det de Perte zich duoe 
dezen slag in groot embarras bevindt ; doch zy 
geven de vrome heop te kennen, dat de sultan, 
door deze Jobspost ter neer geslagen, nu alle 
voorwasrden van Rustend willig zal sennemea 
en deser door dev rede in Egropa behouden blgven. 
Den 18Sden Nov —Alle vreemden, die zich 
tot nog toe in de Oostenrykeche esfstaten met 
opvoeding en onderwys bezig hielden, hebbea 
bevel ontvengen en erlungen passen, om vnaaf 
hun vaderland te tug te keeren, ten Ware zy 
zich verbinden wiilen, hun tegenwoordig beroep 
fe laten Varen, als waoueer het verder cport- 
houd in Oostenryk en de andere tanden vergund 
biyft.

Z. M. brik de Zwaluwe, Kapitein De Jong, 
kwam op Donderdag van Loa Gueyra aan. 

Door byzondere brieven vernemen wy. dater 
te La Guayra of te Carucas, maar weinig han- 
del was, eh dat aldaar naauwelyks eenige pro- 
ducten te bekomen zyn. 

Het gouvernement van Caracas heeft een be- 
vel uitgegeven, dat alle manschappen van 10 
tol 50 jaren de wapenen moesten opneinen, ter 
verdediging van het land. 

De twee Spaansche vaartuigen. welke laatst 
uit de Caracas Baai van dit eiland, door een 
saartuig onder Columbiaansche viag oitgesne- 
den waren, zyn tegen a!le verwachuing te Lia 
Guayra verkocht geworden. 

De Spaansche ooriogs brik Comest, welke op 
verleden Laturdag voor deze haven was, had 
verscheidene dagen lang voor La Guayra ge- 
kruist. Men zegt dat zy vier vaartuigen kur 
mende van St. Thomas genomen heeft, waar- 
van drie naar Loa Guayra bestemd waren, en 
het vierde, terwyl hetzelve eene lading van zout 
te Roxas inscheepte.® Benige tyd geleden ont- 
moetle zy des avonds eene Deenscha oorlogs 
brik, behoorende op het St. Thomas station, 
welke van Lia Guayra kwam. Door dat het 
douker was, nam de Comeet haar voor een der 
Ceiumbiaansche kruisers, deed verscheidene 
schoten op haar, en gaf haer naderhand de vol. 
le lag, weke door de Deensche brik stiptelyk 
beantwoord werd. Zy scheiden toen voor de 
nacht, en io den morgen ontdekte de Spanjaard 
zyn erisslag, zynde de aanvaller, en deed ecue 
gevoegelyke verontschaidiging, 

De berigten uit Puerte Cabello behelzen dat 
geveraal La Torre aldaar met eene lyfwacht 
van 50 kavallerie terug gekeerd is,en te Jacugo 
omtrent 1200 mannen achter gelaten heeft; 
welke hy van vaarnemeù is voverwyld inet een 
gedeelte van het garnigven van Puerto Cabello 
te versterken, en om met de geheele magt een 
dooftogt in de binnen landen ts banen; om ee- 
verandering teo gunste der Spaansche zaak te 
bewerken, 


De Spaansche oorlogs brik [lercules, en de 
gewaperde schoener Morillo, verscheen Don 
derdag morgen vóór deze huven; en na een! 
gen tyd by gelegen te beboeo, vertrokken zy 
windwaarde.

mus, Glasgow nieuwspapieren tot den 1Sden 
lvecember, en van Londen tot deu 27sten No 
vember ontsangen.

De laatste berigten uit Europa gaan tot den 
Iden December. Volgens deze berigten waren 
de Grieken zeer vaorspoedig, vele steden en ves- 
tingen in de Morea waren aan bun overgegaan. 

Uit Konstuntinopelen had men de officieele 
tyding bekomen dat de Divan bet uitirmatnm 
van Rusland verworpen had, els zynde tegen 
strydig het staatkundig en godsdienstig aanwe- 
zen van het Ottomanische ryk; alle hoop op 
vrede scheen daardoor verloren te zyn.

Liberty — Equality — Republic of Hayti— Juan 
Pedro Boyer, President of Huyti, to Citizen 
Jose Nues Caceres, Political general of 
Santu Domingo. 

CITILEN —l yesterday received your’s of the 
Stb instant, together with the document which 
“ccomnpanied it. As the weifare of my country 
is the primary object of my cares, Î shell freely 
enter with you into the ezplanations Which the 
present situation of the eastern part of Hayti 
teems to require. If truth, by which 1 am 
Prompted, is appreciated by those wbo are at 
the head uf affsirs in Santo Domingo, «0d if the 
end cf their cares is no other than the pecfect 
regeneration of that part of the island, Oppress- 
ed for a length of time by humiliatioa and mi- 
sery, ils regeneration shall be effected, peacea- 
b'y and with promptitude, to the satisfsction of 
8ll who are tcuiy interested in the evert.

Coiouel Frement arrived, and brought me 
your dispatch, dated the 19ih of December. It 
afforde me much pleasure to find there was no 
brood shed in the affair of the 1:t; and 1 have 
a high esteem fur all those who were instrament- 
al in preventing its effusioo ; but at the same 
time Ll depiore the error which has led to the or- 
genisation ef a goverment separated from that 
which has been established by the fundamental 
laws of the state, and declaring your inteption 
of becoming « part of the republic of Columbia. 
Always disposed to be indulgent, and judge of 
others by the puieness of my own principles, I 
thought that those wbo directed the change 
which took place on the Ist, might have been 
mistaken in the choice of the means, and might 
have been governed by circumstances of which 
Lam ignorant; and Il concluded that if that was 
the case they wouid immediately return from 
their errors, because the people, necessarijy, fa- 
ther deceived, would not fail to let them know 
their seotiments. lt did aot require much preci- 
sion to see my mode of thinking realized ; and 
you ought to koow, that Ì have not deceived you. 
‘T'hose that beve declared in favor of hoisting 
the Heytian Hag have done their duty, have 
known tbeir true ioterests,end have placed them-

There can be oo illasion ia the business, two 
states separated from each other cannot ezist 
or meiatain their independence of each other in 
the island in which we were bern, And though 
the coostitatienal act of Heyti, had not dicìded 
the question of indivisibility, reason, and the pre- 
servution of all its inhabitents, would imperious- 
ly demand it; it is enough to interest yourself 
in earnest for the prosperity of the island, to 
conforsn yourself to this truth, because, to be 
electually independent, it in necessary to pos- 
seas the means within carselves to defend cor 
independence. Ìam hold to say, that the repub- 
lie has acquired, after so mauy storms, all 
those meens, aad can have within herself every 
thing necessary for the preservation of her h- 
berty and independence.

SPEECH OF LOUIS XVIII. 
On the opening of the session of the Chambers. 

GENTLEMEN,— It is always with confidence, 
end on the present occasion, under favorable 
uOspices, that F come to open this session. 

In preceding vears, [ was compelled to par- 
ticipate my griefs with yours. 

More hsppy now, 1 have only to retarn thanks 
te the All-powerfull, for the constant protection 
which he has vouchsafed to France, The son, 
with which heaven has soothed my sorrows, 
grows with the poblic ptosperity, and continues 
to be to me a source of consolation and hope — 
This child, my heart feels confident, will be 
warthy of ve ; he will merit the love with which 
my subjects surround his cradle. 

My relations with foreign powers have never 
Ceased to be amicable, end 1 have a firm confi- 
dence that they will continue to be s0, 

Great calamities afBict theeast. Let us hope 
that they approach their termination ; and that 
the prudence and cordiatity ef all the powers 
will find the nieans of satisfging what religioa, 
pottery and homanity may justiy demand. 

The oeval force, which, under these circum- 
stances, T have stetinned in the seas of Levant, 
hes accomplished the object wbich 1 contem- 
plated, Our ships bave e'ways effectually pro- 
tected my subjects, and often they have afford- 
ed to misfurtunea timely aid. 

If we take a view of our domestic state, what 
motives heve we not to bless Providence. Tbe 


sensible progress of industry, agricuitare, end 
the arte, attests that of commerce; and very 


soon new channels will, by multip!ying the 
means of communication and traffic, extend the 
general good to all parts of the kingdom. 


The prosperity of the finances, the intelligi- 
ble ezposition of tbe publie accounts, and fidel- 
ity to engagements, have consolidated publie 
credit, and increased the resoarces of the state. 

Oar saspicious situstion, and the retura of 
internal and external tranquillity, have already 
admitted of a dimination in one of the most 
onerous of the tazes, that which marks re-pro- 
duction in its source, by overcharging landed 
property. Next year, those so assessed, will 
wholly enjoy this reduction. Ï desire that suc- 
cessively, and as soon es the ezigencies of the 
state, 8d the digoity of France will permit, the 
various tazes which constitute the poblic reve. 
nue sball be investigated, and, if practicable, de- 
monstrated or better assersed. 

The laws are respected, and the depositories 
of my Power become every day more end more 
imbued with their strength. Order and discip- 
line reign in the army. 

Let Us persevere in the wise measures to 
which such prosperous results must be attribut- 
ed; let us perserere in that unity of views 
which has so efficaciously defeated the vigi- 
lance, &Nd restrained the last efforts of the opi- 
rit of troable end disorder, 

In this, the repose of Earope is not less inte- 
rested than ours. Itis thus that ali geverous 
sentiments will be developed, with wbich I 
know Jour hearts abeuad, and that you wiil es- 
tablisb, upon the gretitude, the love, end the 
respect of my sobjects, the Throne which pro- 
tects the liberties of all.

Janudry 29 — Yesterday the 28th instant be- 
fog theanniversary of the birth day of our most 
gracious sovereign, king Frederick the Vith, 
the same was uskered in with the asuel demoo- 
strations of joy and respect, At 6 o'clock in 
tie morniog a royal sslute was fired from Fort 
Christian, aud the different vessels in the har- 
bour displayed their flags.

Dec, 25.— The ezpectation held oat in oor 
last number of the arrival of his êzcellency the 
Captain general and his lady, was realized on

dage of seven weeks from the Clyde, haring 
Called at Madeira and remained there five or 
siz duzs. The ship eame to anchor s short 
time before tea o'clock, whereupon « salute of 
hineteen gans was fired from Fort Thomas; 
end the committee of the council and assembiy 
appointed to receive his excellency repaired on 
board. About 12 o’elock bis excellency and his 
Jedy laaded, accompanied by the deputation; 
when another salute was fired from tbe Fort, 
end tbe heartiest welcome expressed by the as- 
sembled crowd in repested cheers and greetings, 
the vessels in the road displeying their colours. 

His excellency end his lady were conducted 
to the dwelling of his honor the chief justice, in 
the square, where they wereentertained at oin- 
ner with a select party; and they have since 
taken up their residence at government house.

LOUIS BRION, admiral of the Columbian 
squadron, died in Curagso the 27th Sept. Co- 
Jumbia will eternal!y feel the loss of this gene- 
rous foreigner who had adopted the repablic for 
his couotry 5 nor will sbe ever forget the many 
and important teryices he has rendered her in 
tbe most critical times ef her struggle for inde- 
peodence. 

Brion geve up bis fortune to the Libertador of 
Columbia for the purpose of liberating the peo- 

le of the heroic Venezuela, and never reserved 
hi. persoaal services in so laudable an enterprize! 
In the expeditien from Aur Cayes to Margarita 
in the blockade of Gaayane, efter the unfortu- 
hate campsiga of 1818, ia the lower Magdule- 
ha, Brion fully proved that he loved his adopted 
tountry—that he was ready to sacrifice his life 
fot ite independence—and that bis priacipal 
tirtae was his obedience to government. 

H. E. the Libertador-Pretident fail of grati 
túde always tendered bim his highest considera 
ton and Érienship ; the government elevated 
hirs to the raak of captain generel, and confer- 
red on him the order of Liberatores. All who 
had the adventage of knowing him, as well «: 
he difeswa: an.boritics, will always pay tu bis 
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memory that homage which freedom ought to 
pay to tbose who have fought with constaocy in 
the cause of independence ! 

Brion is dead to Columbia —but he willelwsys 
be alive in the gratitude and admiretioa of Co- 
lambians : 

H.E. the vice-president, charged with the go- 
ternment, has ordered the telebratioa of funeral 
ceremoniesfor admira! Brion, with all the solem- 
nity and pomp corresponding to his merit, rank

Noo 22. The accounts from Spain received 
‘bis morsing, concerning the progress of the 
fever, is not so fayourable as we were led to 
believe in our last, In the South it seems io- 
ereasing, and hes made its appearanee in Cadiz. 
In tbe North its raveges continue. We have 
extracted from the Moniteur of Thursday last, 
en account which fills tbe mind with horror, 
and shews in most eppalling charecters the ef- 
fects of this fearful scourge. At Bercelone,e 
house shut op emitted s putrid smell, and in 
which the cries of a child were heard. ÌIt was 
brokeaopen. Thefatber and mother were found 
dead, the body of the latter yet warm, and ut 
her breast & young child screuming for hunger 
end devouring the body of the mother! ! 

‘There has been « serious politicel com motion 
at Cud:z, in which blood has been shed, Madrid, 
at the dste of the last eegcounts, was threatened 
with a similar distarbanee. Farious Jacobins 
parade the streets, The citizens had shut 
themselves up in their houses—ali the military 
were under arms— two ministers had set off to 
tbe palsce of the Escuriel to wern the king— 
terror was at its height. Such was tbe state of 
Madrid, cn the evening of the 5th November. 

Nov. 24. Thousands of Greeks have been pat 
tadeath in Cyprusendeat Candies. At Constan- 
tineple all the Greek natives of these islands, to 
the number of }I6, have been dragged from 
their dwellings, and murdered by order of the 
grand seignor. The Turks have been defeated 
in fourth attack apon Cassandre. ** The situ- 
sation of Constantinople, on the 14th ult. is any 
thing but satisfectory.”’ 

The address of the peersof France becomes an 
important docoment. “Great calamities”’ say 
they to their sovereign” afllict the east. There 
is not a christian who has not shuddered, there 
is ro heart of man who had not bled, at them 
We thank your mejesty for the consoling hope 
which you have given us, of speedily seeing an 
ead put at last to these scenes of disorder end 
crae:ty, May beaven grant that the great 
powers, may find the means of satisfying all 
thet justice hes « right to demand, end may po 
licy feel convinced, that in order to preserve in 
our days its authority among men, it must fol- 
tow in the train of religion and Aumanity”’ 

An srticie from Vienne, stetes that the great 
powers of Western Europe hare resolved to de- 
mand from Russia, why she keeps up such « 
mighty army on tbe Érontiers of Turkey. This 
ie coming to tbe point, and we have no doubt 
the Russian answer is ready. 

December \.— The accounts from Irelaud, ac- 
eording tu the Dublin papers of Tuesday, conti- 
nue of the same aHicting character. More mor- 
ders have been committed in different places. 

The ictelligence from Spain continues of the 
same threatening nature. A Revolution ande 
Republic are openly talked of and soon expect- 
ed to take piace. 

Lima has fallen into the hande of the Chilian 
forces, and has, it is suid, declared its indepeo- 
dence. The cestleof Cuilao still holds out, and 
the remains of the royalists have witbdrewa in- 
to the mountainous range of the Andes, from 
whence, if umited, it would be difficait te dis- 
lodge them. The troops, however, we learn, 
ere tired of the contest and desert in great num- 
bers. Under such circumstances the contest 
with the mother country may be considered as 
closed, to be succeeded; we have little doubt, 
by quarrels and contests amongst themselves. — 
Vest advantages are enticipated to our trade.— 
We are of a different opinion. Instead of be- 
ing carried on from Jamaica, as it has been, it 
will now be carried on direct round Cape Horo, 
end instead of being, from the former reasop, 
altogether În our hands, it will be open to all 
other nations of tbe world. Thus it is evident 
that we cannot reap those golden returns which 
many prophecy. The more gold and silver 
brought ioto Karope the cheaper these will be- 
come, ond experience has taught us that even 
gold and silver sre onprofitable returns for mer- 
chandize ; besides, the mines of La Plata are 
near the territory of Chili; nearer that af Le 
Plats than Lima, and the possession of these 
mines may vet be disputed. 

Hosthiiues beve cummeuced in tho Braziis— 


Pernambuco is surrounded by hostile armies.— 
“Trade is completely ata stand. Not s bale 
of cotten comes in”” ‘That country is forever 
lost to Portügal, but we fear, before its iadepen- 
dence can be fixed upon a permanent basis, the 
anarchy, of the worst and most destructive kind, 
will, for « long time, continue to reign through- 
out its borders. 

England end Austria ere, it seems, united, 
“to indace Russia to abstain from all hostile 
dispositions against Turkey" —and atthe same 
time te require the Porte in future to act with 
more moderation, and a prudent oireumapec- 
tion—religiously to maintain the existing trea- 
ties with Russia, and renounce all persecution 
agatnstchristtan subjects. On these conditions 
peace only con be maintained, and tbese condi- 
tions, while Turks remuin what they are, the 
Tarke will laugh to scorn,

Nov. 24. The Apollo frigate, of 46 gans, 
and 1100 tons measorement, is to be immediat- 
Iy taken into dock, et Portsmouth, and ficted, 
under the immediate personal saperintendance 
of sir Charles Paget, as a yacht for his majesty. 
The Royal George, the king’s present yacht, 
haring been found quite inadequate to carry 
even water, provisions, and stores for the voyage 
to Ireland, will be reserved to cruizing in the 
Channel, and tbe Apollo will be so fitted, as to 
be capable of carrying hot ooly water, provi- 
sions, and other stores, proportioned toe more 
lengthened excursion, but is to have accomoda- 
tion for his majesty’e travelling carriages, ser- 
vants, and every other thing neeessary fore 
laod journey; so that wherever it may be ne- 
cessary to put in by stress of weather, the king 
will be enabied to proceed to his inteaded place 
of destination witbout delay, These arrange- 
ments are decidedly making, in coutemplatian 
of bis msjesty’s iotended excursion to Scotland, 
nezt summer, 

Accarding to the last accounts from the Paris 
papers, hostilities bare actueily commenced be- 
tween the Russian and Ottoman forces om the 
Prath. The accounts, however, are extremely 
vague. 

Ship building.— There are bow boilding, and 
ordered to be built, at his mejesty’s doek- yards, 
96 ships of war, viz. 18 of the liae, 35 heavy 
frigetes, 13 light frigates, 14 sloops and brige, 
7 bombe,5 gun-brigs, and 4 catters. 

Brussels, Noo. 23.— Acsording to the latest 
eccountsfrom Batavis, the cholera murbus con- 
tinued to rago in « dreadful manner et Bentem, 
Souracate, Rambang, Sum:nap, end Passaro 
neng , 1,855 persons had fallen vectiine to it, iu 
the first half of tbe manth of Ju!y. 

Batatia, June 10.— The coffee crap has been 
unusgaily sbundent, and willexceed that of last 
year by a least 4,000,000 \bs, The incresre of 
cultivation by individuals is very great, and if it 
be continued at the same rate for four years, 
the erportatian of the island of Java will ex- 
ceed 50,000,000 ba. Europeans hire land of 
the native growers at « very low rate, and their 
subjects cultivate it for no other pay than « pro- 
portion of the rice produced by it. The coffee 
trees bear in four years after planting, and yield 
on an average | 1-3 ib. each. Coffee opitivated 
on fresh land and by such labour, could be efford- 
edat siz Spanish dollars the pecal. of 138 lb, er 
atlessthan 2jd. sterling per Englisb pound! ! 

“ Paris Nov. 25,— We learn from Berlin that 
the rumoars of pesce, at leest of its contiouance 
for this senson, become daily more consistent; 
bat that in the event of a war between Russia 
and the Porte, the coart of Berlin has engaged 
to furnish en auxillary corps of 30,000 men, ef 
en equivalent ia money— Honsiitnlionnet.
